Being  continued  br  Frtnk( 1880) Foss, taken  from  the  records  of  Guy  S  Ely  of 
Concord  N.H. who  ©rote  me  over  35  years  ago, fox  Information  he  was  to  use 
In  hie  nropoeed  Foes  book, also  from  Mrs  Burt  R(Ltlllan  Fobb JCoooer, whose 
father, James  H  Foss, has  a  cony  of  the  typewritten  Rlx  booh,  to  year  1873. 

This  book  Is  recorded  at  Concord  N.H. also  N.E. Genealogical  Society, Boston 
Mass  and  Library  of  Congress, Washington  D.C. However, as  that  includes  only 
to  my  father  William  Frank( lO^AJFose, the  following  generations, as  they 
apply  directly  to  myself, will  be  added  herein, copies  of  which  I  have  out 
in  the  Public  Libraries  at  J-eoalnster  Mass  and  Rochester  N.H* 

The  first  of  the  name  coming  to  Denmark  was  David  Laurltsen  Foes, born  in 
Norway  In  l6>o4.He  married  In  1637, Anna  Hundervard.He  settled  in  Eebe  Den¬ 
mark, end  died  August  8  1659* He  was  a  magistrate, provost  and  a  minister  of 
the  gospel. The  Foes  family  belonged  to  Norwegian  nobility, In  Nov  1911  we 
received  from  the  Secretary  of  Genealogical  Institute  of  Copenhagen, the 
following, which  establishes  the  date  and  place  of  birth  of  John  Foss, the 
first  one, of  the  name  In  New  England “Johan" (or  John)born  1.3 .1638  Denmark. 

John  Fo8s,lt  is  claimed, came  from  England  In  a  British  war  vessel, landing 
In  Boston.by  Jumping  overboard, swimming  ashore, escaping  further  service, he 
married, first, Mary  Chad bourn, who  came  over  with  Capt  John  Mason  to  build  & 
mill  at  Newlchwannoch( South  Berwick  !le).Not  known  how  long  he  lived  In 
Boston, but  likely  he  went  with  hie  father-in-law  to  Portsmouth  N.H. The 
first  mention  found  of  John  Foss, was  when  he  was  granted  lands, In  Portsmouth 
Feb  24  1657. Next  record  was  when  he  was  witness  to  a  deed  In  Dover  N.H.1641 
He  was  a  petit  Juror  at  Dover  court  In  1667  and  again  in  1669. He  married 
second  Sarah  Goss. This  recorded  In  probate  court  records  of  York  Co  Maine. 

He  married, thiid, Elizabeth  Berry, an  Inventory  of  his  estate  was  made  Jan  8 
1700  which  amounted  to  52  pounds  and  15  shillings. 

My  fathter  William  Frank( l854)Fose,made  Blioes,by  h~nd,with  his  father  and 
other  brothers, in  thekltchen  of  their  home, then  learned  to  telegraph  with 
Brad  Richardson. at  Gonlc  N.H. after  which  he  was  station  Agent, at  West 
Boyleton  Mass, 1082, moving  to  So  Fi&mirjjham  Mass,  then  to  Northboro  Maes  1883 
where  he  was  Station  Agent  for  9  years. moved  to  Roslindale  Mass, where  he 
was  struck  by  &  train  and  instantly  killed, burled  In  Foss  lot  Plymouth  Mass. 

My  grandfather, James  Newton( l8?4 )FoBS,wae  a  farmer, lived  near  R.H. crossing 
south  of  Gonlc  N.H. on  Worcester, Nashua  &  Portland  division, Was  killed  when  1st 
fell  through  the  R.R. bridge (being  repaired )near  the  house, and  buried  in  Foes 
lot  Strafford  4  Corners, I  w&e  there  at  the  time. My  grandmother  Jones, was  a 
sister  of  Hon  Frank  Jones, who  operated  and  owned  breweries  Pjfctsmouth  N.H.

Upon  ay  fathers  death, my  brother  Claire  end  I  went, with  my  Itycle  John  Fobs, 
lived  with  him  and  his  father-in-law, Hiram  Osbom^ho  was  In  the  Gold  ruth 
to  California  In  l849)nes.r  Dover  N.H. my  brother  soon  went  back  to  live  with 
Calvin  Hastlngs(&  painter) then  residing  at  Mile  Hill  Road,ne«r  Clinton  Maes. 
In  what  Is  now  the  Metropolitan  Resevolr, After  his  marriage( 1*03)Cialre  w~e 
with  Allen  Higgins  Wallpaper  Co, over  33  yrs, he  died  at  Groton  Mass, May  27 
1938, buried  there, in  New  eementery.I  remained  with  f'r  Ocborn  3  yrs, then  went 
to  E  Walpole  Mass, worked  for  Sandpaper  Co  3  yrs,w-a  on  farm  Alstcad  N.H. to 
1899. Started  Comb  work, with  Wm  Furwell  Co. Northboro  Mass  1  >*02, continuing  In 
Plastics  work  for  over  40  yrs, Cup* t  Granby  M*fg  Co,^ranby  que  Canada, 4  yrs
